networked processors that include a host processor and a remote processor, the method

collecting accounting information from an accounling manager at eaoh of th e residing in 
and executed by a corresponding networked processor of the plurality of networked processors, 
wherein [each] the accounting manager monitors utilization of resources at the corresponding 
networked processor; 

receiving an upper limit of resources that may be consumed by the remote processor, the 
resources including a local resource controlled by the host processor;

information and if an amount of resources consumed by the remote processor is below the upper 
limit, the utilization of the local resource maintained within a pre-determined upper threshold;
